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‘Horse Factory’ Begins Pro­ 
duction On Initial Order Of 20 
‘Animals’ For Hahs-Groves 


Horses, Horses, Horses! 
Bucking 
brakes, 
wild-maimered 
Shetland», and the whole gamut 
of 
in-betweens—all 
mechanical, 
vari- 
gaited mechanical ponies—are being 
turned out 
commercially 
beginning 
this week by the Hahs-Groves cor­ 
poration hera. 
Mention has previously been made 
«of the “horse 
factory” 
of J. Otto 
Hahs, inventor of the pay-as-you-go 
mechanical ponies, and of tests con­ 
ducted with various styles and types 
locally. 
Several years ago Hahs conceived 
the idea of making an electrically op­ 
erated bucking horse. 
A small mod­ 
el was first made, patents secured, 
and various 
minor details 
worked 
out. 
This Spring a full size model 
was invented. It boasted four gaits. 
Kiddies by the hundreds rode 
this 
animal, attempted to tear it up, found 
mechanical weaknesses, and suggest­ 
ed changes. 
Out of the tests 
thus 
conducted, Mr. Hahs and his crew of 
mechanics worked out a device 
for 
automatically regulating any desired 
gait. 
The rider has only to tug at 
the reins to keep a desired gait, or to 
•change from one to another. 
The original ponies were made, or 
rather remade, from discarded Mer­ 
ry-Go-Round horses, but later tests 
proved this source of supply to be al­ 
together inadequate. 
Arrangements were made with 
a 
St. Louis pattern making concern for 
turning out moulds. Another concern 
in the same city has been selected to 
cast aluminum-alloy 
bodies, 
necks 
and heads. 
The “innards” of the critters 
are, 
of course, manufactured 
at 
Hahs’ 


machine shop in this city. 
Certain 
cast wheels, gears and parts of the 
assembly are turned out by commer­ 
cial concerns in

Motors are furnished by

NEW LAWS EASIER 
ON LIQUOR VIOLATORS 


Defendants in some liquor cases in 
Circuit Court in Scott County at the 
next term may draw lighter sentences 
as a result of changes in the State 
dry law, made by the last Legisla­ 
ture and effective September 14. 
The only changes, however, will ap­ 
ply to those accused of minor viola­ 
tions of the law, such as possession 
of liquor. The new law provides that 
the punishment for first offenders in 
cases involving possession of liquor 
may range from a fine of $1 to $1000, 
or from a jail sentence of one day to 
one year. 
Under the present law, the mini­ 
mum punishment for the first offen­ 
der in a possession case is a $200 fine 
or 30 days imprisonment, with a max­ 
imum of $1000 fine or a year in jail. 
The new law leaves the punishment 
for the first offender largely to the 
discretion of the court. 
Punishment for the second and ha­ 
bitual offender is not changed by the 
new law, with a minimum fine 
of 
$300 
or 
a 
jail 
sentence of three 
months provided.

AUGUST WEATHER 
DRUM CORPS TO

The month just passed proved to be 
one of the coolest recorded according 
to computations compiled by John G. 
Putz, meteorologist at Jackson. The 
average temperature for the month 
was 70.79 degrees, while the 40-year 
average is 5.23 degrees higher. 
Average 
temperatures 
are 
not 
available locally but a study of the 
weather chart prepared by John La 
Font shows that only twice during 
the month did the temperature rise 
to 97 degrees, on August 1 and 
9. 
On the other hand, the mercury fell 
to a low mark of 53 degrees on the 
thirteenth. 
Total rainfall for 
the 
month as recorded on the Sikeston 
gauge was 2.47 inches, as compared 
with 6.24 at Jackson.

NEW LAW8 EASIER 
ON LIQUOR VIOLATORS 


Defendants in some liquor cases in 
Circuit Court in Scott County at the 
next term may draw lighter sentences 
as a result of changes in the State 
dry law, made by the last Legisla­ 
ture and effective September 14. 
The only changes, however, will ap 
ply to those accused of minor viola­ 
tions of the law, such as possession 
of liquor. The new law provides that 
the punishment for Arst offenders in 
cases involving possession of liquor 
may range from a fine of $1 to $1000, 
or from a jail sentence of one day to 
one year. 
Under the present law, the mini­ 
mum punishment for the first offen­ 
der in a possession case is a $200 fine 
or 30 days imprisonment, with a max­ 
imum of $1000 fine or a year in jail.
